Most cities liave no .source of in- 
emne except through direct taxa¬ 
tion of all tangildc pro(HTty. a ik>I 1 
tax or Iter capita tax and a license 
system. 

Most cities have given away 
franchises which at Ihe time they 
were given may have seemed almost 
worthless; which with the increase 
in (Kipulatioii in snch cities are now 
worth millions of dollars to the 
.stockholders of such franchises. 

Let me suinitise a case. Sup|)Ose 
that at the time of live granting of 
the first street car franchise in the 
city of Milwaukee.

A 
picture by Titian, again, may be wor.h thousands, hut it is worth thou¬ 
sands only lo fhr man who can enjoy it. 

Now. isn’t tliat a precious piece of nonsense? There are twti 
things lo be said .ilxnl lliat rich man’s cahiiier. Tlte first is that it 
was made by some workinait who, if he liad iwl bec;t sti enqiloyed. 
might have been producing what would bc useful to the poor. So 
that the cabiuci has cost the (toor something. The second is that a 
priceless buhl eahitirl can lie diviticd. I If course, it would be fidly to 
hack it into shaving' and serve them out amongst the mob; but if tliat 
cabinet i« a thing >‘f lieauty and worth tlic seeing, it ought lo lie taken 
from the rich Imiefactor, whose bencfaetioii consists in hi-, h.ning 
plnndercd it front the poor, and it ought to be (Xit into a (titblic nut-
